1 . SYRIAN MEDIA REMAIN PREOCCUPIED WITH LEBANESE CRISIS 
AND ITS EFFECTS UPON SYRO-PALESTINIAN AND SYRO-IRAQI 
RELATIONS AND THUS HAVE GIVEN RELATIVELY LITTLE ATTENTION

OBJECTIVE." COLUMNIST IN TISHRIIN SUGGESTED THAT VETO 
PROVED THAT WITHIN UN U.S. HAS BECOME ISOLATED FROM INTER- 
NATIONAL COMMUNITY. WRITER ADDED THAT SYRIA MAY NOT LET 
CONTINUED RESORT BY AMERICA TO VETO STAND UNCHALLENGED.
